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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Please note that the examiner of record has changed. The new examiner is Vickey 
Ronesi. 

2. All outstanding objections and rejections are withdrawn in light of the amendment filed 

2/10/2006. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior office action. 

4. The new grounds of rejection set forth below are necessitated by applicant's amendment 
filed 2/10/2006. In particular, claim 1 has been amended to limit the amount of water. Thus, the 
following action is properly made final. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
. contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 
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With respect to claim 1, the phrase "wherein the fuel composition contains up to 0.3% by 
weight water." It is the examiner's position that this phrase fails to satisfy the written description 
requirement of 35 USC 112, first paragraph since there does not appear to be a written 
description requirement of the entire range of "up to 0.3% by weight water" in the application as 
originally filed, In re Wright, 866 F.2d 422, 9 USPQ2d 1649 (Fed. Cir. 1989) and MPEP 2163. 
While there is support for some amounts of water in the inventive examples in Table 3, page 17 
of the specification, there is no support for amounts through the entire range of "up to 0.3 % by 
weight water," including 0 wt %, in the inventive examples. Case law holds that, with respect to 
changing numerical range limitations, the analysis must take into account which ranges one 
skilled in the art would consider inherently supported by the discussion in the original disclosure, 
In re Wertheim, 541 F.2d 257, 191 USPQ 90 (CCPA 1976). 

With respect to claims 2-17, they are rejected for being dependent on a rejected claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
6. Claims 1-2 and 4-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Filippini et al (US 6,913,630) in view of Hawley's and Wenzel (US 2003/0033748). 

The rejection is set forth in paragraph 7 of Office action mailed 8/23/2005 is incorporated 
here by reference. Note that while Filippini et al teaches amounts of about 1-50 wt %, it is the 
examiner's position that the approximate value of 1 wt % reads on 0.3 wt %. Case law holds that 
a prima facie case of obviousness exists where the claimed ranges and prior art ranges do not 
overlap but are close enough that one skilled in the art would have expected them to have the 
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same properties. Titanium Metals Corp. of America v. Banner, 778 F.2d 775, 227 USPQ 773 
(Fed. Cir. 1985). 

7. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Filippini et al (US 
6,913,630) in view of Hawley's and Wenzel (US 2003/0033748) and further in view of Barbour 
et al (US 2004/0068922). 

The rejection is adequately set forth in paragraph 8 of Office action mailed 8/23/2005 and 
is incorporated here by reference.
